Even Chalrman Moss, of the Pollce
Board, sald voluntarlly at an attempted
meeting of the Board yesterday:

I have seen
It stated In the pupers that the Police Com-
missloners had ordered these ralds. If any
guch order has been given, I don't know of
it, and certainly do not approve of it. Onr
position, as I understand it, is not to favor
wholesale arrests of these women. Con-
pidered #s n check upon the soclal evil It
amounts to nothing.™

PREVENT A PANIC.

THEN THEY MARCH OUT.

Women in a Laight Street Fac-
tory Terror-Stricken. and
Have to Be Forced Out,

BIG BUILDING LEFT I[N RUINS.

Nearly the Entire Fire Department Be-
low Forty-second Street Sum-
moned Before the Flames
Were Extinguished.

A fire which shot out its first red tongue
of fame In the big seven-story factory
building at the northepst corner of Green-
wleh and Lalght streets at about half-past
1 o'clock yesterday afrernoon, left oniy
blackened, crumbling walls and great heaps
of ashes. Tt spread ponic wmong the 175
jmen and women employed in the bullding
and nedrly frightened o depth the 230
pupils of Primary School No, 11, ar Nos.
31 and 33 Vestry street.

A stumpede among the 250 lHttle ones was
only averted by the coolness of their prin-
eipal, Miss Froueés Comstock. The chil-
dren fell in llne by her order, and while
she played the plano sang “Amerlca” untll
qulet was restored, Then they were
marched ont In good order to a pluce of
safety.

At the start the flames almost got beyond
the contral of the firemen, becanse ut the
time the fivst @ilarn was rung fn, the

efigines werp at another fire, it Franklin
Blreet,

Nearly the entire Fire Deparfinetit ser-
vice below Fofty-second strect was cnlied
out. Inspector Allulre, Captaln Cross and
the rteserves from  efght poiloe precinets
were gpon on the ground. Traffle was sus-
